R-jected Bonds of the Mason and Brunswick 

Railroad Made the Basis of a Suit in

Wasurineton, November 2.—Argument be- 
gan in the U. 8S. supreme court to-day in the 
railroad bond cese of G. A. Cunningham, 
appellant against the Macon and Briinswick 
railroad company and the governor and other 
State officers of Georgia. This isasuit upon 
a series of bonds of the Macon and Bruns- 
wick railroad company, amounting in the 
aggregate to $600,000, authorized by the act of 
October 27, 1870, and indorsed by the gover- 
uor of the state. In 1873 the company failed, 
and Governor Smith, ia order to secure the 
interest of thestate,created by its indorsement 
of these and other similar bonds, sold 
the road in 1875. The _ state, by 
an act of the legislature, repudiated 
as unconstitutional its indors+ment on $600,- 
000 of the bonds .herein controversy, and di- 
rected the governor to sell the road and use 
the proceeds in the payment of another series 
of bonds, also indorsed by the state, issued at 
an early period! The present suit is brought 
by one of the holders on $600,000 of bonds, to 


test the question of the liability of the state 
and to ebtain equitable relief. The bill was 
dismissed in the court below mainly on the 
ground that it was virtually a suit against the 


state, and the state was not and could not be. 


made a party to it.

Governor Cleveland, of New York, Taking an Interest 
in the New Orleans Show. 

Apany, N. Y., November 2? —Commission- 
er-General Morehead had an interview to-day 
with Governor Cleveland on the subject of 
the world sexposition and cotton centennial 
to be held at New Orieans next year.

She became unconscious at once and 
died soon after. Hines was arrested to-day, 
when he was locked up in Woodbury jail. 

New Haven, Conn., November 2.—Eugene 
Lynch, who was.to have married Miss Katie 
Mulcahey Wednesday, but who left towr be- 
fore the wedding, bas written from New York 
to Miss Mulcahey that hecould not help him- 
seif,and that while regretting what he bad 
done, he meditates suicide, an idea which bis 
friends laugh at. It is believed that a lack 
of finances made him run away, as it has 
been found that he had nearly ruined his 
credit borrowing small sums of money, even 
his intended’s aunt being one of his creditors. 
Miss Mulcahey is very philosophical, and 
says that she is well rid of bim. 

VANDALIA, Nuvember 2 —Allen Carpenter, 
a young man residing in Bond county, com: 
mitted suicide yesterday at Mulberry Grove 
by throwing himself in front of a moving 
train. He had been almost totally blind for 
three years, and having been told repeatedly 


by the doctors that nothing could pe done for 


his eyes, became despondent and itis sup- 
posed he determineg to put an end to his ex- 
istence. He had a little boy to lead him to 
the tracx.

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THE PARAMOUR SURPRISED. 


The Story ot Lynch’s Liason and Death—The Fa!th- 
Wife’s Conduct. 

Batavia, N. Y., November 2.—The excite- 
ment over the terrible tragedy is intense, and 
nothing else is talked about. Johnson Lynch, 
a well known lawyer of Utica was the victim, 
and his slayeris E N. Rowell, of this city. 
Lyfich was infatuated with Rowell’s young 
and beautiful wife, and although frequently 
warned that the boldness of his visits would 
surely expose him to danger he assumed the 
risks and met his death at the 
hands of an infuriated and dishonored 
husband. They were formerly neighbors in 
Utica, Mr. Rowell removing to Batavia ten 
years ago, where he isa member of the firm 
of Palmer & Rowell paper box manufacturers, 
whe formerly transacted business in Utica. 
Lynch and Mrs. Rowell bad tea together in 
sthe dining room, the wife supposing her hus- 
band away ona businesstrip. As soon as the 
tragedy became known on the streets a vast 
crdwd flocked to the house. Those who 
heard the shots and arrived early met a shock- 
ing sight. Upon crossing the threshold 
Lynch lay dead on the carpet at the foot of 
the stairs. He wasin his shirt-sleeves, and 
was divested of hat and shoes. His feet were 
toward the street door and his head reclined 
in a pool of blood. Rowell, his murderer 
stood calmly at the side of his victim.

Coroner Lozier soon arrived, being followed 
by Under Sheriff Southworth and Officer Rob 
son. By this time,Roweil had gone up stvirs 
and was conversing with his wife. When 
the officers approached him he submitted 
quietly to arrest. After he had put on his

THE HUBAND’'S RUSE, 

When Rowell left home, telling his wife 
that he was going west on a business trip, he 
proceeded directly to the National hotel, 
where he remained in seclusion until a few 
minutes before 6 o'clock, at which time the 
train was diie from Utica,upon which Lynch 
arrived. His wife wasat the depot to meet 
him, Roweil hastened to his home, which 
was vacant, his children haying been sent by 
his wife to visit a friend. Rowell secreted 
himself, and watched Mrs Rowell and 
Lynch enter the house and 
sat down at the tea-table. After 
the meal they we tto the room up stairs 
usually occupied by Mr. and Mrs. Rowell. 
Rowell was hidden up stairs. After Lynch 
and Mrs. Rowell had entered the room Row- 
ell stepped noiselessly into the hall. Through 
an open door he saw the man and woman in 
the commission of acrime. The bec stands 
within six feetof the door. Rowell fired 
two shots in quick succession. One ball 
passed between the face of Lynch and Mrs, 
Rowell, clipping a_ piece out of the 
door-casing and striking a chimney 
on the opposite side of the room. It 
was found on the floor. The ball came 
so close to the face®of those in the bed that 
it discolored their faces, and on Mrs. Rowell’s 
left temple it grazed the scalp. The second 
ball was buried in the pillow. Lynch started 
up quickly and ran out of the room and 
down stairs. Rowell followed and fired two 
more shots, one striking Lynch in .the back, 
penetrating through the lower edge of the 
right shoulder blade behind and passing diag- 
Oually through the body,-severing the aorta 
at the base of the heart and lodging in the 
muscles of the left chest. It caused instant 
death.

THE DUKE’S PERIL, 


ENGLAND ALARMED BY FBARS OF 
DYNAMITE. 


The Railroads Guerded From Lendon te Dover to 
Save the Duke from Danger—Bisma ck’s 
Hea th Improving— Ibe French Cabinet 
and Many O:her late resting Items.

November 2.—The duke and 
dutchess of Connaught will leave this city for 
India to-night. The railroad officials have 
great precautions to provide for the 
safety of the trains on which they will travel 
from London to Dover. Large bodies of police 
have been summoned for duty at Connaught, 
Charing Cross and London bridge station, 
and gangs of plate layers will watch the en- 
tire railroad track to Dover. These precau- 
tions have been taken in consequence of the 


receipt by the privy council of an anonymous 
letter warning the council in detail of a 
proposed attempt to weck the train. 

The issue of an extra of the Pall Mall 
Gazette this p. m., contains the statement in 
ita leaded columns, that the authorities had 
been anonymously informed that an attempt 
would be made to destrcy the train on which 
the duke and duchess of Cornaught were to 
travel from London to Dover on their way to 
India, caused a great sensation through the 
city.

TnE MACON NO 'HBBOOK, 


The Story of a Dead Haby—Uctton Thieves Con« 
vieted—Olty Legislation. 
Special to The Constitution. 

Macon, Ga., November 2.—Simon Nor- 
thern, a hackman, was arrested near the con- 
federate monument this afternoon by Otlicer 
McCafferty and placed’in the barracks on a 
charge of carrying the corpse of a baby to the 
cemetery late yesterday afternoon. Northern 
told Tue ConsTITUTION’s representative in his 
cell that in the afternoon, about 4:00 o'clock, 
he was passing Plant’s bank, on Cherry 
street, and was approached by & hackman by 
the name of Douglas, who told him 
that the woman he had 
with him wanted to have a 
body taken to the cemetery, and that she 
would give tifty cents to have itdone. I 
then asked him where it was, and he said it 
was in Cherry’salley. I then took the wo- 
man in my hack to the alley, and the baby 
was at the house down in thealley. Acoffin 
was there, but the child had not been put 
into it, butsoon the woman put it in and I 
drove out with her to the cemetery... When 
we got to the gate I asked herif she had made 
any arrangements with Mr. Clay. She said 
that she had, but we did not see anyone and 
put it in a bouse and drove back to where | 
took her from and left her. I was out this 
morning and had taken some ladies to the 
cemetery, when a colored man ap- 
sroached me and asked me if I 
“ taken a dead baby to the 
cemetery the day before, and I told him yes 
He then told me that Mr. Clay wanted to see 
me, and when I went down to see Mr. Clay I 
was arrested; and here I am, forty years old, 
and never saw a jail bar before. I saw when 
I got to the house with the woman another 
whom she claimed to have been her daughter, 
and when I asked her how old the child was 
she said two days. The child was dark 
colored.”’ 

Mr. Clay, city sexton, was next called and 
stated that Tom Wright, one of his 
hands, was at the cemetery late 
yesterday and saw a man _ slip an 
object into the bearse house, and get away, 
quick. As he left he caught a glimpse of him 
coming down this morning. He told me of it, 
and said that he could recognize the man, 
which he did and fully identified him, but 
that he had dodged him. I had him arrested 
and taken to the barracks. Itis my duty to 


see to all burialsin the cemetery and in no 
manner was this one reported. Tne house of 
the woman in Cherry alley was next visited, 
and a much startled woman came out 
and aftera few moments said that the mother 
ofthe child was named Cheney Richards, 
and that the father of the child was Henry 
George. Her name was given as Louisa 
Thweat. She stated that she had been taken 
out by the hackman and had put the child 
into the house; and, also stated that she was 
given orders by a letter by Mr. Smith at the 
courthouse. Dr. Blackshear attended the 
woman, and the authorities will investigate 
it thoroughly in the morning. Inthe mean- 
time Macon is quietly sleeping to hear of titis 
sensation in the morning.

ter the yard or enclosure of the passenger de- 
pot. of the Central Railroad. and Banking 
company, corner Fourth and Pium streets, at 
the time of the arrival and departure of trains 
to and from the depot or any time without 
first obtaining permission of an authorized 
agent of the company, except for the purpose 
of delivering passengers and baggage to de- 
parting trains, in which event the passengers 
shall be received that are inside the yard; 
that it shall not be lawful for any licensed 
hackman to enter said depot building for the 
purpose of soliciting passengers for hacks 
or approach the depot for such purpose or an 
other purposes while the hack of whic 
he is the driver or owner is waiting nearer 
than the outer edge of thesidewalk, nor shall 
it be lawful for any person to solicit passen- 
gers within the building or on sidewalks ad- 
jacent for the purpose of obtaining them as 
passengers in any licensed hack without first 
obtaining: permission of agents of said com- 
pany. That it shall not be lawful for any 
licensed drayman to enter said building for 
the purpose of soliciting passengers for their 
baggage or for any otLer purpose while the 
dray of said person be awaiting within 
the yard of depot or streets adjacent, 
without permission except that said drayman 
may enter upon the outer platform of said 
depot next to the yard not entering beyond 
the line of arches which form the entrance to 
the depot on the side, except when it may 
be necessary for them to do so while actually 
engaged in receiving or delivering the bag- 
gage of passengers. Violatois of this ordi- 
nance will be fined not less thaa $5 nor more 
than $50, in the discretion of the recorder, or 
in lieu thereof imprisonment not less than 
ten nor more than sixty days. Referred.

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SHOT IN A SHOOTING GALLERY. 


Charles H,. Sama, of Savannah, Dies In New Vork in 
Company with a Woman of the Town. 
From the Cincinnati Commercial Gazette. 

New YorK, November 1.—Charles H. Sams, 
of Savannah, died in tbe New York hospital 
this morning, with a bulletin hisbrain. Miss 
Jennie Mitchell, a woman of.the town, is in 
acellat the Thirteenth street. station to- 
night, weeping bitterly, and moan- 
ing as if her heart would break. 
She charged with the murder of the 
man lying stitfand stark in an undertaking 
establishment. ‘The story is as ancient as the 
hills. Four years ago Miss Mitchell was the 
youngest and ioviiest of the demi monde in 
Savannah, Georgia; and then it was that she 
first met Charles H. Sams, an agentof the 
Florida line of steamers at that place. They 
became Secretly intimate and seemed devoted 
to each Olber, 

In Jupe, 882, Sams 
purser of .the Savannah 
chee, running to this port, 
trip brought Miss Mitchell. For 
lived quietly in a flat, but becoming Jonely 
guriuy the iong absences Of her lover, she en- 
tered a giided pal ice, and beyanu openly the 
life of shame that preduced ibe tregedy of 
to-day. Four months “yu she had sume dif- 
ference witu Sams, and-cuanged her abode, 
goipy to anotber bouse ¢quaily taluted, and 
bad not seen Sams until he walked ‘in last 
evening, accunipauied by a southern friend, 
whom be intruduced as ‘Leb Harris.’’ 

[he latter invited Alice Sinclair, another 

inmate of the house, to juin Sains and Miss 
Neliie Mitchell in a little wine party. Tuey 
first went to‘the theater, and about midnight 
took supper and wine at an upper Broadway 
restaurant. Leaving there at 2 o’ciock, the 
party wandered into an all-night shooting 
gallery at 484 5ixth avenue. Sams proposed 
a little shootipg tournament aud ied off by 
firing half a duzen shots ata figure with a pipe 
in iis mouth, succeeding in breaking the pipe 
atthe sixth shot. Then he turned to Miss 
Mitchell and playfully remarked, ‘“‘I’ll bet 
you six dollars you can’t do that.”’ 
Mi:s Mitchell said she would try if he would 
show herf bow. The gallery attendant 
loaded a 32-caliber Ballard rifle and Sams 
banded it to Miss Mitchell. . She wasa littie 
awkward in handling the piece. and Sams 
attempted to teach her. Justthen the gun 
was discharged, and Sams dropped to the 
floor, with a bullet through his right temple. 
He became unconscious, and died six hours 
after. es 

The two women were arrested, but Harris 
made his escape, and bas not been seen since. 
A partial hearing was had before the coroner, 
and the case continued unti! to-morrow, Mi:s 
Mitcbell bad a number of friends pieszut, 
who offered bail, but it was retused. in her 
cell, to night, Miss Mitchell told her story. 

‘| had not seea My. Sams for many weeks,’’ 
she said, “‘and was greatly surpriseu when he 
walked into the house last evening, accom- 
panied by afriend. We went out to supper, 
making # little party of four.

THE COTTON MARKET, 

The fact that Mr. Morris Ranger cornered 
the cotton market in Liverpool a few years ago 
is calculated to afford him smali satisfaction 
now that heis himself cornered. Speculation 
is no longera fineart. It has degenerated 
into an every day business. Fortunately, or 
unfortunately, as the case may be, it is a busi- 
ness which cuts both ways, so that there are 
- occasions when the expert has no particular 
advantage of the amateur. Particulerly is 
this true of speculation in cotton. Mr. Ran- 
ger, it is generaily conceded, is an expert in 
the matter of dealing in cotton futures—one 
of the most fascinating forms of specula- 
tion—but at this moment Mr. Ranger is en- 
joying one of the inevitable results of riding 
the speculative see-saw. 

Curiously enough, the moralist cannot 
point to the fate of Mr. Ranger as an exam- 
ple of the evil eftects of speculation, for 
there may be another turn of the tide that 
will place Mr. Rauger once more at the head 
of those who are engaged in monkeying with 
the great southern staple The fate of the 
great cotton king is little different 
from the fdte of the south itself, 
which spends a large part oi the mony it re- 
ceives for cotton in betting that prices will 
-mprove. The south, in this game, is the 
pull, and the rest of the world is the bear, 
and between these two a lively row is going 
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on. Somehow or other, the price of cotton 
is not affected by the attitude of either, and 
speculation seems to have little to do with 
the ups and downs of the figures. A buys 
December cotton ata certain figure, and Bb 
buys it at another figure, but neither of these 
transactions can be said to have any influemce 
on the price of cotton.
